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Loch Earn is an ample, self-contained sheet of water, 
fringed with green meadows and abundant foliage, and 
surrounded by mountains with regul ir and harmonious 
outlines. It is 7 miles long and about half a mile broad, 
Lochearnhead is situated at its western extremity and is a 
popular resort with visitors to the Highlands. 
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
